New Find of Greeciin Art at Excavations 


in Kretria. 
The excavations conducted in Eret- 


ria,in Euboea, under the direction of 
the American schools at Athens, have 
been very successful. 


The theater has been opened, says 


the New York Independent, and throws 


considerable light on the construction 


of the stage. Before the stage building 


is a low, narrow platform, with an arch 
We have opened 
a large number of tombs in what ap- 
Of these 
the finest show elegant marble archi- 
tecture. The only epitaph mentions a 
“daughter of Aristotle.” Dr. Walsteir 
the permanent director of the Amer- 
ican school, distinctly disclaims the 
identification of this as the tomb of the 
philosopher Aristotle. Much gold has 
been found in the tomb, including six 
diadems, am immense wreath of 
wrought gold, a seal ring and earrings 
in the form of doves set with jewels. 
Nothing finer in the way of ancient 
jewelry has ever been discovered. Be- 
sides these may be mentioned four 
white lekythoi or vases for unguents. 
. The walls excavated show that New 
Eretria was founded upon old Eretria. 
The students assisting the permanent 
director, Dr. Waldstein, and the an- 


nual director, Prof. Richardson, in the | 


excavations, are Messrs. Bronson, 
Gilbert, Fossum and Pickard.

When a king or queen dies 


the whole nation is expected to go into | 
mourning—at least this has been the | 
eustom of the past, and it is said that 
once Korea had three different kings 
who died within a period of ten years, 
thus keeping the whole nation inactive | 
and in mourning during that time. 
This custom of mourning thus be- 
comes a very serious national issue, and 
if it is not changed Korea can never 
take her place as one of the smart, ac- 
| progressive business people of 
No business will stand being 
-ted for three years at a time, and | 
it is due to this custom that the hermit 
kingdom is as poor to-day as it is. It is 
a serious thing as respects the other re- 
lations of life outside that of business. 
A lover thay be about to marry his 
sweetheart. and his father dies during 
the pendency of the engagement. The 
wedding day must then be put off for 
at least three years, and if at the end of 
this time the young man’s mother dies, 
he has to wait another three years be- 
fore he can get married.

died a year or so ago, he asked to be al- 
lowed to resign from his office of viceroy 
of China, and go into mourning for her 
for three years. He was too valuable a 
man, however, for the emperor to lose, 
and he was told that his period of mourn- 
ing must be restricted to three months. 
The Chinese have rules of mourning 

for the nation in case of the death of an 
emperor or empress. When an empress 
dies, the officers take off their gay col- 
ored silks and put on white. They tear 
the buttons and fringes from their caps, 
and do not shave their heads for one 
hundred days. The people dare not 
shave for a month, and in the case of an 
emperor they must let their hair grow 
fora hundred days, and no marriages 
must take place during this time. Red 
is the lucky color and the festal color of 
China, and when the last emperor of 
China died, everything red was taken 
out of the streets of Pekin and white 
was draped everywhere. The Chinese 
have a half mourning dress, and the color 
of thisis blue. The mourner, when he 
puts on the white, sends out white 
mourning cards written in blue ink to 
his friends, stating that he is over- 
whelmed with grief. When he goes 
into half mourning, he again sends out 
a card on which is printed his name 
with the sentiment: ‘‘Grief still terrible, 
but not so bitter as before.” This gives 
his friends the intimation that he is 
ready again to receive calls; and when 
he next appears on the streets he wears 


a pair of blue shoes, a blue gown, and 


there is a blue silken cord woven into 
his cue.
